More interest is taken in the fate 


of Mafekmg than it is in the more st'gmn- 
cant events which are taking place In 
the Orange Free State. Mafeking is t!-s 
last of the beleaguered cities and its gal- 
lant defense by the half-starved garrison 
has aroused a sentimental feeling that 
quite overshadows i.he other news from 
the front. 


Two relieving forces are pushing their 


way toward the town. One under Col- 
onel Plumer has been for months work- 
ing its way south until now it is at 
Pitsani, and Plumer's scouts have pene- 
trated to within 14 miles of Baden- 
Powell's trenches. On the south a force 
is wocking north from Kimberley. Fri- 
day this force had reached the Vaal river 
at Fourteen Streams. 


Plumer's force is nearer and is more 


likely to reach the goal first, but it is 
doubtful if he has enough supplies with 
him to be of much benefit to the besieged, 
It is from the south, apparently, that 
the real relief—food and medical stores— 
must come. 


General Kitchener's presence at Kim- 


tfrley was proof that some large opera- 
tion was in progress, as the arrival of 
the Royal Irish regiment there on St. 
Patrick's day is mentioned incidentally 
in press dispatches, and there is good 
reason to believe that Cplonel Peakman's 
mounted force is the adrance guard of a 
strong infantry column, which has been 
called up from Belmont. De Aar and 
Cape Town. Fourteen^ Streams, -where 
JUethuen arrived Friday, is barely a 
quarter of the way from Kimberley to 
Mafeking. 


General Roberts has troops to spare 


and will probably not take the risk of 
sending a weak column, especially as 
Mafeking can be made the base of an 
effective turning- movement on the Boer 
positions on the Witwatersrand ridge 
entirely apart from the urgent necessity 
for relieving the garrison, which has 
made a gallant defense.

It seems entirely probable that the Boers 
will resist most determinedly the in- 
vasion of the Transvaal, and unless a 
peace party arises in Pretoria sufficiently 
strong to give up the unequal contest, 
many more lives must be sacrificed be- 
fore .Roberts enters the South African 
strongholds of Johannesburg and Pre- 
toria. 
It is entirely possible thait the 


converging of the troops towards Mafe- 
king indicates a much more serious pur- 
pose than merely ita relief. Lord Meth- 
uen's presence at Warrentown and the 
capture of the nearby passage of the Yaal 
ait Fourteen Streams may indicate an 
advance in force on Pretoria by the way 
of Rustenburg. 
This might start from 


Fourteen Streams or Klerksdorp, and 
would probably coincide with an ad- 
vance via Bioemfontein and Naital. 
Thus Lord Methuen would be given the 
chance to redeem his reputation, as has 
been done with General Gatacre.

this idea were carried out Pretoria would 
be threatened from three directions, from 
Bioemfontein, from Fourteen Streams 
and from Where Buller has a large army 
to force the Drakensburg passes and 
push on along the Dundee-Johannesburg 
railway, or through the Laing's.

The Boer losses since the beginning of 


the war are stated in one of the Pretoria 
dispatches to be 4200 officers and men, not 
including General Cronje-'s force. 
The 


total losses therefore now figure up to 
about 8800, or nearly 9000, which, allow- 
ing- that the Boer force at the start was, 
at the outside and all told, 70,000 men, 
amounts to close on one-seventh of their 
number. From what is left must be de- 
ducted a proportion for the defections 
daily reported from the south of the Free 
state; it will therefore probably be not 
far from the mark to say that the Boer 
army in the field is now less than in 
October last by from lfl',000 to 14,000 men. 
That leaves still, perhaps, from 45,000 to 
60,000 seasoned fighters with their ar- 
tillery, counting the captures from the 
British, undiminished.

smith, has arrived at Cape Town, but is 
too ill to permit of a public reception 
being given in his honor.

has been deterred from attempting- to 
exercise military authority in that sec- 
tion by the attitude of the German au- 
thorities, and that is the reason of the 
inability of the Pekin government to 
meet Mr. Conger's demand for puna- 
tory measures against the "boxers." 


The German minister at Pekin has 


informed Mr. Conger that his govern- 
ment is willing to extend to the Ameri- 
can missionaries within the German 
sphere influence the same measure of 
protection as accorded to German Mis- 
sionaries. 


This, however is not very reassuring 


in view of the fact that the German 
military forces in Shan Tung have not, 
so far as is^ known, been augmented to 
the point where they are equal to po- 
lice the whole province. 


The state department has not been 


advised that these German forces have 
extended their operations into western 
Shan Tung, where the imperilled mis- 
sionaries are located, nor has there 
been any assurance that any expedition 
is organizing in that direction.

FREE TRADE PROPOSAL 


Does Not, However, Extend the 


Constitution Over Porto 


Eican Island 


Washington, 
March 
20. — Senator 


Beveridge yesterday introduced the fol- 
lowing proposed amendment to the bill 
providing a civil government for Puerto 
Rico: 


"All articles coming Into the United 


States from Puerto Rico or going Into 
Puerto Rico frort, .he United States shall 
be admitted free of duty; but this act 
shall not b« construed as extending the 
constitution of the United States or any 
part thereof over Puerto Rico, and It is 
hereby declared that the constitution of 
the United States is not extended over 
Puerto Rico." 


Concerning hla resolution, Mr. Bever- 


idge said: "We have followed the presi- 
dent's suggestion appropriating $2,000,000 
for the immediate relief of Puerto Rico, 
which is more than the house bill would 
have given the Island in the entire two 
years of its life. This removes the reason 
which members had for voting for the 
bill and restores us to the position first 
announced by the president. On the 
great principles involved I am In entire 
harmony with the pr«s*dent. The object 
of my amendment Is the same as that of 
Senator Davis' amendment; but the lat- 
ter demands all of the taxation and 
revenue provisions of the constitution 
for Puerto Rico, and when any part of 
the constitution Is extended it is there 
forever. It may be that experience will 
demonstrate that we shall want to 
change the laws of taxation of Puerto 
Rico, and if so I fear that the extension 
of the taxing provisions of the constitu- 
tion would prevent us. On all questions 
of power congress should be left with an 
absolutely free an-d unshackled hand." 


Senator Be'veridge's flree trade amend- 


ment to the Puerto Rico bill In the light 
of the explanation he mokes of it, is re- 
garded as marking the beginning of ths 
end of Republican unity on the Puerto 
Rican tariff question. The loyal spirit 
which has held the party together thug 
far has weakened 
perceptibly during 


the last four or five days. 


Mr. Beveridge adds to the force of this 


report by saying that now that the relief 
bill has been passed, removing the pres- 
sure for quick action, he thinks congress 
can afford to consider the general tariff 
proposition more deliberately.

MARSEILLES. 


Its Splendid Site Discovered l>y Greeks 


Twenty-five Centuries Ago. 


Every sort of commerce is represented 


npon the quays and in the warehouses 
of Marseilles, writes Sir Edwin Arnold 
in the London Telegraph, bnt her prin- 
cipal commodities are cereals, oil Feeds, 
coal, sugar, coffee, hides, wool and silk, 
which 6,000,000 tons of shipping bring 
take or away. Often and often, as I have 
myself visited this stately city, the gran- 
deur and beauty of her situation, the 
brightness of her sunlit hills, and the 
grouping of her white rocks mirrored in 
the blue sea always have for me a fresh 
charm and always fill me with admira- 
tion for those wise Pbocsean Greeks 
who came upon this splendid site in 
their wandering galleys 25 centuries 
ago and saw at once, >.-ith the eyes of 
sailors and with the courage of empire 
founders, what an opportunity nature 
had here granted to the makers of his- 
tory for a maritime metropolis. They 
were soon strong enough, those old Lev- 
antines, to defeat even the Carthagini- 
ans in Corsican waters and to conclude 
equal alliances with the rising power of 
Rome. They planted their thriving col- 
onies all along the sunny Eiviera, at 
Tauroeis, which is now Ciotat; at Ol- 
bia, which is today Hyeres; at Antipo- 
lis, which the Frenchman of the present 
time names Antibes, and at Nicea, 
which was Jtalian and known as Nizza, 
until it became French and fashionable 
as Nice.. 


Marseilles was so enlightened and 


cultivated a city in the time of Tacitus 
that Agricola had been educated there, 
and it possessed temples as majestic as 
any in Sicily or Magna Qrsecia. I for- 
get all its mediaeval and modern associ- 
ations when, pacing the streets and 
quays, I see again those dark eyes, 
those strongly marked profiles, tho blaok 
tresses with blue lights upon their coils 
and braids and the elastic tread and 
measured steps which still make Mar- 
seilles Phocrean as far as concern many 
among her working population. No in- 
termixture of raoea has sufficed to efface 
the old Greek countenance and gait. 
Yon will see the same men and women 
under Mount Carmel in traick and ab- 
bas and embroidered shirts as yon meet 
here going up to Notre Dame de la 
Garde 
or around the Bassin de la 


Joliette.

A Cartona Cave Fish. 


Amblyopsls is found in pools in the 


cave streams it inhabits. 
I have se- 


cured as many as 12 from a pool per- 
haps 10 by 50 feet in size. Very rarely 
they are to be found in the riffles con- 
necting the pools. I have seen them 
lying at the bottom or swimming, or 
rather gliding, through the water like 
"white aquatic ghosts." In the aqua- 
rium they lie at the bottom or at vari- 
ous depths in the water, their axes 
making various angles with the hori- 
zontal, their pectorals folded to their 
sides. 


When swimming slowly, it Is chiefly 


by the use of the pectorals. The strokes 
of the pectorals are lazily given, and 
the fish glides on after a stroke till its 
impetus is exhausted, when another 
stroke is delivered. 
The fishes fre- 
f 


quently roll slightly from side to side , 
at the exhaustion of the result of a • 
stroke. When swimming rapidly, the ' 
pectorals are folded to the Bides, and 
their locomotion is then similar to that 
of a salamander—by the motion of the 
tall. 
I 


They readily adjust themselves to 


different depths and are usually per- 
fect philosophers, quiet, dignified, un- 
concerned and Imperturbed, entirely 
different from suck eyed species as 
minnows and snnfishes, which are 
sometimes found in caves and which 
are much more readily disturbed by 
any motion In the water, making it al- 
most Impossible to capture them when 
found in the caves.—Popular Science

United Stales and Great Brtllan 


Editor of the Transcrir>t—The attemot 
to put the United States at enmity 
with Great Britain using the war in 
South Africa as a means by which to 
inflame public opinion, should be re- 
sisted by every intelligentAmerican cit- 
izen. "When closer relations with Eng- 
land have been urg-ed on account of 
racial affinity, similarity of language, 
literature, institutions and so forth, the 
reply has been "sentiment t'hould not 
be considered in such matters. We 
should be guided by consideration], of 


i policy alone. The question to be con- 


sidered is what is best for the United 
States." So be it then.'Let the Saxon 
put aside his love for England and the 
Irish American citizen his haie, and let 
us consider our fro-eign relations on 
grounds of pure policy only. Which 
course shall we pursue? Shall we in the 
words of the resolution passed by the 
Naw York alderman, regard England 
as the "common enemy." A sillier r>er- 
formance could not well be imagined. 
No intelligent man questions that Eng- 
land can help us more as z, iiiend and 
hurt us more as an enemy, than any 
other country on the globe. Her naval 
bases are all about us; on the Atlantic 
and Pacific and in the Carribean sea. 
Who can give an intelligent reason 
why •n e should be at enmity wth Eng- 
land when she .desires to be friendly 
with us? There is n'ci danger for us in 
the extension of her power in South 
Africa, China or elsewhere. When she 
opens any country to commerce she 
gives to ever;: nation the trade advan- 
tages when she herself enloys. 
Her 


^>lonial garernment is better and wser 
tnan that of any other nation, and that 
is the secret of her success. Even if 
she should subjugate the Transvaal 
there is no doubt but that the inhab- 
itants of that country will receive a 
larger and more equal shaie In the 
government than they now enjoy. But 
if considerations of self interest reveal 
no ground for enmity against England, 
how arc we to explain the rabid at- 
tacks' on her and on President Mc- 
Kinley, because it is suspected that he 
has wisdom and patriotism enough to 
treat her fairly and to realize the value 
of her friendship? 


In my Judgment this 
ant-English 


pentiment has three principal sources. 
First and Icaat, the remnants of the 
traditional hatred of England due to 
the war of the revolution and cff 1812. 
I place this as the least of the sources 
in question because as 
the political 


conditions antedating1 the' revolution 
and contempoira.ry with it are 
better 


understood, we realize that our fore- 
fathers were fighting' the reactionary 
party in England, and that the po- 
litical results of the American revo- 
lution were nearly as great in England 
as in this country. 


Second, tlje passionate hatred by our 


Irish-American citizens toward Eng- 
land. The Irish-American 
is always 


and everywhere an astute and keen pol 
itician and he uses his political ability 
and influence to the utmost ,to give 
emphasis to his Anglo-phobia. 


Third, the exploitation of the well 


known sentiments of the Irishmen by 
political demagogues for party advan- 
tages. It is the most available and 
easiest method by which to 
solidify 


the Irish vote Hence the democratic 
press and the democratic' leaders are 
just now fiercely l^nti-Eng-lish,- 


Such pro-Boer 
feelings as' exists 


among the German-Americans is op- 
erated on in the same way and for the 
same purpose. Without discussing the 
merits of the South African war, or 
questioning the righteousness of the 
Irishman's hatred 
of England, • it ia 


easy to show that neither the one nor 
tho other should be allowed to inter- 
fere with the present friendly and cor- 
dial relations between the two govern- 
ments. 


The signature of our delegates to the 


conclusions nf the peace conference at 
tho Hague, was accompanied by a de- 
claration that it should ' not be con- 
strued as involving us in any Euro- 
pean questions in which we had no di- 
rect concern. We may take sides as 
our conscience dictates on1 the Boer 
question ,but our government ,has no 
right to Interfere even if it Has- the in- 
clination. Yet the same demagogues 
who are denouncing M'cKinley for de- 
parting from the tranit)ons • of 
the 


fathers in keeping the«P.hHipplnes,' are 
making polltlcnl capital with Irish and 
German votes because he won't Inter- 
fere to stop tho Boor war In South 
Africa. 


And then aa to our Irlefc friends, so 


Intensely patriotic in everything except 
where England is concerned. 
Can 


their course be justified from the point 
of view of American citizenship? Have 
they any right to gratify their desire 
for revenge on England to the detri- 
ment of the United States? Have they 
July right even to help Ireland by re- 
course to methods which injure their 
own country? But how can the course 
they are pursuing here help Ireland? 
Can anybody tell? It is as certain as 
anything in the future can be, that if 
Ireland obtains home rule it will be by 
peaceful methods of agitation and not 
by force. She has once nearly gained 
her great desire and no doubt would 
have been successful but for the la- 
mentable fall of her great leader. If 
the home rule agitation is renewed it 
will be the valor of Irish soldiers in 
South Africa which will help attain it, 
not the bitter denunciation of England 
by Irish Americans. 
Therfare I reaffirm my first statement 
that the attempt to set this country at 
enmity with England should be resist- 
ed by every intelligent citizen, because 
it has no sound basis from the point of 
view of tho American citizen, whether 
he be native or naturalized.

The law passed by the legislature last 


week providing for an increase in the 
number of officers in regiments of the 
state militia will make necessary sev-

MORE MONEY IN THE CITY 


Local Banks Take Advantage of New 


Financial Bill 


The new financial bill recently signed 


will soon have the effect of placing 
some $38,000 more money in. circulation 
in this city from 
the two national 


banks. 


The directors of the Berkshire na- 


tional bank held a special meeting' this 
morning and voted to refund its entire 
$50,000 in government bonds for the 
now two r>ej- cents and to increase the 
circulation of the bank under the pro- 
visions of he law" to the full amount. 
The circulation has been 90 per cent, or 
$45,000, but as soon as the proper per- 
mission ia received 15,000 more will be 
issued 
The Adams national bank has not yet 
decided to refund its large holding's in 
government bonds and may not do so. 
The bank is taking advantage of the' 
law which allows a circulation of the 
full amount of the bonds hold and has 
just received $33,000 in notes which will 
bring the bank's circulation up to the 
limit allowed.

Two Circle* at New Fiber Blending 


Into One Mark Bach Year. 


"It is very curious to note the sucr 


cessive growth circles of our yellow 
pines," said a veteran lumberman from 
the Pearl river district "Until my at- 
tention was especially directed to the 
subject by a forestry expert a few 
years ago I had no idea that the mark- 
Ings were so beautifully clear and dis- 
tinct The tree acquires two rings of 
new fiber every year, one in the spring 
and one In the fall, but they blend to- 
gether and form a single, well defined 
circle. 


"During the first ten years these 


successive accumulations are of about 
equal thickness, and for the next two 
decades the diminution Is very slight, 
but after that the rings become thinner 
and thinner, and when the tree gets in- 
to the eighties and nineties the growth 
is very_. slight indeed—in fact, a mere 
film. Nevertheless the ring Is always 
formed as long as the tree lives and 
can be clearly discerned with a glass 
after it ceases,to be visiljle to the nak- 
ed eye. 


"During the visit of the expert to 


whom I referred we cut a good deal of 
timber on my place ranging between 
16 and 18 Inches in diameter. 'That 
tree is 125 years old,' he would say, 
that one is 100, that is about 140,' and 
so on. 
Afterward we measured tbe 


growth rings with the Instruments he 
carried, and in every Instance he had 
hit the age within a few years. It 
seemed wonderful, but was simply the 
result of experience combined with an 
accurate eye. 


"There are some very ancient pine 


trees in the Pearl river district and 
many of them figure in the traditions 
and folklore of the settlers in their 
neighborhood. There are a couple of 
such patriarchs on a tract near my 
mill, and when the standing timber 
of the place was recently sold I am 
glad to say they were especially es- 
cepted in the terms of the contract ,-It 
would have seemed like murder to 
some of the country folks If they had 
been cut down."—New Orleans Times- 
Democrat

cates the 
substitution of wood pulp | 


sheets for flaxseed meal, etc., in mak- j 
ing poultices. He cuts a sheet of the 
pulp to a size approximate to the sur- 
face to be covered, soaks the sheet in 
hot water until It has become thor- 
oughly softened, 
then wrings it out 


very lightly and applies. The wood 
pulp sheet will absorb and hold from 
four to five times its weight of water 
and, 
since heat and moisture are the 


desiderata in poultices, this furnishes 
them in"simple, e!»nuly form. No cloths 
are needed, no cooking, no stirring and 
spreading on clo,th—just a soaking in 
hot water. And the nicest part is the 
total absence of the mess inevitable in 
making flaxseed meal 
poultices, al- 


though there ia, too, a great economy of 
tune and trouble. It is sometimes ad- 
visable to put a piece of oiled muslin 
over the sheet to help retain the heat 
and moisture. 


When the poultice begins to get 


cold, take it off, wring out the water 
and soak it again in hot water, aud so 
on indefinitely. The surgeon has used 
the same sheet of pulp wood for two 
days' poulticing, in the hands of an 
Ignorant man at that, his instructions 
to him being "to soak the plaster in 
hot water whenever it got cold and put 
It on again." By the way, every physi- 
cian who has had the annoyance and 
trouble of being compelled to leave the 
all important matter of poulticing to an 
Ignorant person will appreciate a way 
that will allow no loophole for mistakes 
'and failures.—Philadelphia Record.

Geological Time. 


An Ingenious theory for the estima- 


tion of the time of the various geo- 
logical periods has been propounded by 
an, engineer whose work on western 
railroads takes him into primitive 
country. He says that in one great de- 
pression In Wyoming the trees have 
been recording the rate of erosion of 
the slopes for about 300 years so accu- 
rately that the data to be obtained by 
& careful study of them will be a fac- 
tor of extreme importance in enabling 
scientists to convert geological time 
Into years. While he has cot yet had 
time to collect those data properly, he 
makes the rough deduction that ac- 
cording to their records the pliocene 
and pleistocene periods would repre- 
sent about 1,500,000 years, and that, 
on this basis, the ceuizoic time would 
be about 4,000,000 yenr's. This would 
mean that all geological time from th;> 
beginning of the Cambrian epoch 
would be 04^000,000 years.

Her L.o»t Fishermen. 


With each returning February there 


Is hold in the ancient wave dashed 
town of Gloucester, Mass., a ceremony 
solemn ia motive, impressive in form 
and absolutely unique in origin and 
character. 
It Is Gloucester's day of 


mourning for her sons who, during the 
preceding 12 months, have gone down 
to death on the distant fishing grounds. 
Headed by the clergy and commonalty 
and by bereft relatives, the people of 
the town march in long and slow pro- 
cession to the appointed place of meet- 
Ing, 
where, during the remainder of 


the brief winter's day, In chant and 
prayer and formal addresses, the sor- 
row in which all share finds fitting and 
touching expression. 


Everybody who lives in Gloucester is 


interested In the fishing industry, and 
so it falls out that the city's life ia 
about equally made up of intervals of 
joy and sorrow. When summer opens, 
the general tone of public feeling is 
bright and hopeful, but at the end of 
the season, as the fishers come in, some 
with flags at half mast, others bearing 
fateful news, the whole town Is de- 
pressed. 


All the residents show a concern in 


the sailors who are lost and in the wel- 
fare of their families. Even the citi- 
zens of fortune in Gloucester, who 
suffer no personal bereavement, have 
been brought closely into touch with 
the poor fishing families through re- 
peated tragedies at sea. The scenes 
in the fishing quarters during the late 
fall and winter months, when news of 
death is brought by almost every re- 
turning boat, are most pathetic.

life. 
Those monsters, the 110 ton guns, 


cannot be reckoned upon to flre more 
than 80 full charge rounds without be- 
coming quite useless. The 07 ton gun 
can flre 105 rounds, while the 6 inch 
breechloader is good for 400 or 450 full 
charge rounds. 


The reason of this is that the terrific 


heat and corroding effect of the pow- 
der wear away the bore at the cham- 
ber end, and then the shell does not 
catch the rifling. 


There is nothing for it then but to 


send the gun to the factory and have 
the barrel bored and lined with a new 
tube. 


Eighty shots from a 110 pound gim 


would be good business in any war. 
Where the inconvenience arises is in 
the fact that during peace the men 
cannot practice as much as desirable. 
Still there is a way out of it to a cer- 
tain extent, for it is found that a half 
charge, which is sufficient for prac- 
tice, wears out a gun only one-fourth 
as fast as a full charge, and even in a 
way a three-quarter charge Is power- 
ful enough.

PLEADED GUILTY 


Stephentown Murder Case 


of Local Interest Ended 


Abruptly in Troy Court 


MURDERER GIVEN LIFE SENTENCE 


George 
Hermans, Indicted for Two 


Murders, Retracted Plea of Not 


Guilty After Trial Was Begun. 


Showed no Emotion 


George Hermans, charged with, the 


murder of Rhoda Horton isnd Eliza 
Jane Pratt in North. Stephentown, N. 
Y., last October, pleaded guilty to mur- 
der in the second degree- in the su- 
preme court at Troy yesterday. He 
was sentenced to imprisonment for life 
in the Clinton prison at Dannemora 


This sudden ending of the case was 


unexpected and a surprise to all con- 
nected with the court. The trial had 
been begun and one juror secured, 
when a conference of lawyers was held, 
resulting1 as described. Heimane was 
indicted for murder in the first degree, 
and at one time it \\as stated that a 
plea of guilty in the second degree 
would not be accented. The case was 
of inteiest here as an Adams young 
man was br-lieved to< be the cause of 
the jealousy that inspired the murder, 
while the murdered woman 
formerly 


lived in North Adams. 
• 


The crime took place on the morning 


of October 30. Hermans is 42 years old 
and has a wife and six children'. It is 
said that the murder grew out of an 
old feud between the Heimans and 
Horton families, anidi that Hermans 
•nas enamored of Mrs. Hortor.'s daugft- 
tor, and that the mother objected to 
his presence abaiut the Horton, home. 


Hermans drove to the Horton'home 


and fired five sihots; at the two women, 
and then, tried to shoot himself. 
He 


did not deny the shooting at the time. 
Addressing Assistant District Attorney 
O'Brien, he asked: "Are they dead?" 
When answered in the affirmative he 
said: "It's funny they're dead and 
I'm living'." Just before she died Mrs. 
Horton said that Hermans fired the 
shots. Hermans was taken to the Trov 
hospital, where for a long time he 
hovered between li'fe and death. He 
finally began to recover, and a few 
weeks ago- was able to he taken to the 
jail. 


In addressing the court yesterday to 


present the matter of a plea of guilty 
to murder in the second degree District 
Attorney Howard said that he and his 
officers had been working faithfully on 
the case for several weeks, and had 
obtained facts that take from the case 
the element of probability of murder in 
the first degree. He said he bolieved 
that if the jury returned a verdict of 
murder in the second degree that was 
rll hg could hope for. Hermans' at- 
torneys, he said, had frankly- made him 
acquainted with the case, and he was 
satisfied to accent the clea. 


The attorneys for the defense said 


they had no hope£ of securing1 an, ac- 
quittal, but believed they could show 
that there was no premeditation that 
would make murder in the first degree. 
The judge decided at once to accept 
the plea. 


District Attorney Howard moved the 


sentence of the prisoner and Hermans 
was directed by the clerk to stand up. 
Hermans' face expressed n6 emotion 
a", he faced the olerk. He appeared 
very dull of comprehension and had to 
be asked questions several times be- 
fore he c 'uld understand 
them. 
He 


spoke in a tone of voice so .low that 
only those in his immediate' victnitv 
could hear him. "Tour counsel 
has 


stated that you withdraw you plea of 
not gnilty and plead guilty," said the 
district attorney. Hermans nodded his 
head in confirmation of lr.2 statement. 


Justice Fursrna-. said there was onlv 


one sentence to be pronounced in the 
case. He sentenced the prisoner to im- 
prisonment in Dannemora for thi term 
of his natural life. Hermann' expres- 
sion of dull unconcern did not chanse 
when sentence was pronounced.

clerks and shall increase the number 
soon to about 100. 


"There is scarcely an hour in the day 


that we do not 
get 
telegrams of 


'scraps' going on with the insurgents 
all over the islands. 


"It will take a long time I think to 


reduce the people to order and quiet, 
for it is such a vast territory and the 
people are natural born ag-itators, but 
11 is an immensely rich country and 
there is a great amount of wealth here. 


"I never saw so much money in my 


life as here. Everybody seems to have 
plenty, and the speculators and ad- 
venturers who come out here expecting 
to have an easy job in making a for- 
tune will have their labor for their 
pains for a long time to come."
